STRIKERS NOT DEFEATED 


Leaders Claim That Danger 


of Sympathetic Strike is 
Not Yet Over—Traction 
Officers Claim No Longer 
Necessary to Hire Strike,-, 
breakers As Former Em- 
ployes Return to Work 
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New York, Sept. 14.—Despite the 


maintenance of regular schedules on 
the subway and elevated lines of the 
Interborough Rapid Transit company 
and the gradual restoration of serv- 
ice on the surface lines, leaders of 
the striking street railway employes 
declared today they were far from 
being defeated. 
They hinted that 


the danger of a "smpathetic" strike 
is not yet over. 


Following a parade and demon- 


stration by the strikers, the question 
of a "sympathetic" strike will be dis- 
cussed at meetings of the 
central 


federated unions of Brooklyn and 
Manhattan. 
Strike leaders predict 


that resolutions favoring a 
strike 


among trades allied with the street 
railway employes will be adopted. 
Whether the strike will actually take 
place, however, will depend on the 
individual votes of the union, it is 
asserted. 


Traction officials announced today 


that the service in the subway and 
on the elevated roads 
was 
better 


than normal, while service on most 
of the street car lines was from 25 
to ,40 per cent below normal. 
The 


railway companies say it is no long- 
er necessary for them to hire strike- 
bieakers, claiming that hundieds of 
their former employes have returned 
to work. 


Mayor Mitchell admitted that he 


had no plan which promised any set- 
tlement of the strike. 
Officials of 


the~ transit companies persisted 
in. 


their refusal to submit their side of, 
the ^dispute to arbitration and assert- 
ed that the service of the surface 
lines is being increased daily by the 
employment of strikebreakers. Nev- 
ertheless, the elevated and subway 
lines and steam railroads transpor- 
tation between Manhattan and West- 
chester continue greatly congested 


Confident that they had available 


enough men to enable them to carry 
through a successful fight 
against 


the union, the New York Railways 
company, operating 
many 
surface 


lines, has dismissed the employment 
agencies which have been engaging 
strikebreakers, and more than 1600 
men employed to take the places of 
the strikers have been discharged. 
The company officials said they had

The French have paused in their

Peronne,

Newspapers all over the country 


are confronted with the serious prob- 
lem of a paper shortage and advanc- 
ing prices. Not only have inks, ma- 
terial and labor advanced and the 
cost 
of 
news 
service been 
in- 


creased but the great burden is in 
tho high cost of white paper. 
The 


Advocate received a quotation within 
the past few days which is exactly 
two and one-half times the price paid 
for paper six months ago and not 
only is there no relief in sight but 
the mills predict still further ad- 
vances. 


Congress has increased the price 


limit of paper that may be imported 
free of duty from 2% cents to 5 
cents a pound, bnt practically no pa- 
per is coming from abroad. 


"Fourth Estate" tells of more than 


25 papers that have in the past week 
effected some marked economy, no- 
tably the abolition of the exchange 
privilege and also the newsdealers' 
privilege of returning unsold copies. 


A newspaper at San Antonio, Tex., 


has discontinued its magazine sec- 
tion, the Atlanta Georgian has in- 
creased 
its 
classified 
advertising 


rates, many others have raised their 
commercial advertising rates. 
The 


Syracuse Journal has decreased the 
number of columns of reading mat- 
ter per issue and has cut out re- 
turns of unsold copies by newsdeal- 
ers. 
In New York City all but one 


of the newspapers have eliminated 
the exchange privilege. 


A great many newspapers have 


discontinued their exchange list or 
placed it on a cash basis. Free cop- 
ies to advertisers only on the days 
when their advertisements actually 
appear is now the general rule. The

worse as the time approaches when 
newspapers are compelled to issue 
larger editions than usual. 


Expedients, more or less drastic, 


have been adopted or recommended 
in various places.

of margins. 
There has been a steady refusal, 


in the vast majority of places, 
to 


advance the selling cost of the pa- 
per. 
In Philadelphia 
newsdealers

They were inform- 


ed promptly that if they attempted 
such a thing they would get no pa- 
pers at all.

The First Atlas. 


Tho first modern atlas was the work 


of Abraham Ortelius. n Dutch geogra- 
pher, who died 51S jcars ago. 
His 


monumental treatise, entitled "The- 
atrum Orbis Terramm." was lirst pub- 
lished at Antwerp in 1570 and was re- 
vised and reissued liu1 times during 
the author's lifetime. It was n folio 
volume containing nonrly a hundred 
maps, representing the different coun- 
tries and continents n* they were then 
known. 
Although this atlas was a 


momentous achievement, yet n bright 
schoolboy today could draw maps from 
memory with a better approximation 
to correctness. Even England and 
Scotland appear in this pioneer volumo 
with amazing distortions of coast line 
and relative area, and many other 
maps in the volume bear only a slight 
resemblance to those of today.—New 
York World.

An Ant That Spins. 


The spinning ant is found in India, 


in Ceylon, in the islands of Malacca 
and in Australia. This aut weaves its 
nest between two leaves of a tree, 
preferably the mango. It begins to 
build or to "weave by drawing two 
leaves together. To do this it runs a 
line of its working material—material 
similar to the spider's thread—the 
length of the leaf and around it "While 
at work it clings to the leaf with its 
nails and at the same time draws on 
the leaf nearest to it with its mandi- 
bles. SometTBoes the two leaves suit- 
able for nest building are too far apart; 
then the builder ca'ls in its fellow 
ants, and they help to form a chain. 
Each ant clings to the waist of its 
neighbor by its mandibles. Thus en- 
chained, they, work to build the nest 
of their comrade. "

from tlie appeaiauce mid feeling of 
cloth that it is all vtool, but the only 
safe method is to take home the sam- 
ple and make tests Immerse the sam- 
ple of so called wool in oil of vitriol for 
about two minutes. This will destroy 
the cotton, but the wool will not be 
affected. Another test is to moisten a 
sample with 50 per cent nitric acid. 
This will turn the ^ ool yellow, but tbe 
cotton will retain its color.—AVashing- 
ton Post.

Perilous to Handle. 


The production of chrysarobin, a. 


medicinal principle much used in par- 
asitic skin diseases, is attended with 
great peril. 
It forms about 50 per 


cent of goa powder, obtained from 
cavities in the Brazilian araroba tree 
(Audna anarabo), and in securing this 
powder the trees are felled, though 
eighty to one hundred feet high, and 
often three feet in diameter. The ma- 
terial is found as damp pulp or lumps 
in the center of the trunks, ^the yield 
sometimes re.aching- sixty or sixty-five 
.pounds per tree, Avith none at' all In 
tome trees. The accompanying-caus- 
tic liquid makes the sub&tance -difficult 
to handle and, despite gloves and 
masks, Tvdrkers for any length of time 
invaiiably lose their hair, eyebrows 
and eyelashes and sometimes even be- 
come blind, "while sores from the burns 
may cause long disability. A cat has 
been known to lose its fur from sleep- 
ing on a bag of the powder. 


Strength of a Flower. 


One of the most remarkable exhibi- 


tions of plant force I ever saw, says 
John Burroughs in '"The Breath of 
Life," -was in a -western city, -where I 
observed a -wild sunflower forcing its 
•Ray up through the asphalt pavement. 
The folded and compressed leaves of 
the plant, like a man's fist, had pushed 
against the hard but flexible concrete 
until it bulged up and split and. let the 
Irrepressible plant through. The force 
exerted must have been many pounds. 
I think it doubtful if the strongest man 
could have pushed his fist through such 
a resisting medium. 


Life activities are a kind of explo- 


sion, and the slow continued explo- 
sions of this growing plant rent the 
pavement as surely as powder would 
have done. It is doubtful if any culti- 
vated plant could have overcome such 
odds. It required the force of the un- 
tamed hairy plant of the plains to ac- 
complish the feat.

On March 19 of that year 


he wrote in his diary: "This day my 
hair sacrificed and the will of God 
usurped by the wishes of man. As the 
barber clipped my locks rapidly it re- 
minded me of the horrible times of the 
French revolution when the same op- 
eration was performed upon all the 
victims murdered by the guillotine. 
My heart sank low." Further to express 
his grief, the margin of the page on 
which this entry was made he painted 
black about three-quarters of an inch 
deep all around.
